Orchard Men are to Assist Rural 
People in Combatting not only 
Fruit Diseases but Other Ene­ 
mies as well. The Plan. 


The state orchard inspectors 
have 
been given 
special 
instructions 
by 
Zoologist H. A. Surface, in regard to 
inspection for crop pests and the sup­ 
pression of pests of 
all 
kinds 
of 
farm crops. They have been authoriz­ 
ed 
by 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Charles E. Patton to 
inspect 
farm 
crops of various kinds as well 
as or­ 
chards, and the work hereafter 
will 
include not only suppression of pests 
in orchards, hut also those 
of truck 
crops, gardens and farm crops. 
The 
official title of the inspectors

becomes 
“Orchardist 
and

These men have already given good 
service in aiding to

where lie was born fifty two years ago 
of middle class parents of moderate 
means. 
Ile Illustrates the motley off! 
elal life of the Chinese In that lie lins 
been both ii naval Hither and a major 
In the army. 
A graduate of the Del- 
yang Naval college, fie was stationed 
aboard a Chinese cruiser mid saw serv­ 
ice during tile Japanese war. 
Later he 
took a course of military study in .In 
pan. specializing In fortifications, and 
became a protege of Viceroy Ching 
Chitling. 
Ile followed the latter to 
Wuchang, where as a pioneer in army 
reorganization he planned the maneu­ 
vers of HMY’,. 
On the outbreak of tile revolution at 
Wuchang In IO U he w as coerced into 
accepting command of the revolution­ 
ary forces, whose operations he direct­ 
ed. 
Ile figured prominently In the sub 
sequent pence conference at Shanghai, 
and when Yuan Shill Kai loomed up as 
the only ultimate < holes for president 
Ll Yuan Hung was elected l ice pred 
dent as tile moat likely counterpoise to 
the ambitions of Yuan. 
He ba* also 
appointed chief of the general bim ft 
aud advanced to tin* rank of genera]. 
Ll Yuan Hung Is said not to la* a 
dominating personality and Is mu ex 
pee ted to Insist on finite n n to ru lc pre­ 
rogatives which in ade Y nan’s tenor* of 
orth* incompatible with constitutional­ 
ism. 
lf is generally believed that he 
will t*e president more after tile French 
manner or after that of Amerha.
